HUA, OHIRA AGREE TO IMPROVE ENVIRONMENT FOR UNIFICATION OF KOREA 
Tokyo KYODO in English, no time given, 5 Dec 79 OW 


[Excerpts] Peking, 5 Dec, KYODO--Premier Hua Guofeng and Japanese Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira Wednesday agreed on the need of fresh efforts 
to help democratization in South Korea and create an international 
environment to promote the unification of North and South Korea. 


Hua told Ohira that he would like to talk with “American friends" about 
efforts to reunify the divided peninsula. 


The two leaders reached the broad agreement during their first round 
of talks at the Great Hall of the Peerte in Peking Wednesday afternoon. 
Their talks centered on international sifairs, including Indochina, 
Korean, the Middle East, and others, Japanese sources said. 


On Korea, Ohira said that the unification is the most important problem 
for the Korean people, but that despite the great expectation for north- 
south dialogue, it remains yet to produce fruit. Ohira told Hua that 
Japan spares no effort to help improve the environment for the unifica- 
tion of North and South Korea, according to the sources. 


In reply, Hua said the assassination of Korean President Park Chung Hee 

in October showed that the political and social crisis in South Korea 

had worsened. He told Ohira that North Korea is restraining itself not 

to take advantage of the situation created by the assassination of 
President Park, the sources said. Hua said that the danger on the Korean 
peninsula is not one of the north moving toward the south. He said Park's 
assassination proved that the problem in Korea, if any, is in the south, 
the sources said. 


Hua said that with such an analysis of the Korean situation in mind, Japan 
and China should help the promotion of democracy in South Korea. He said 
he would talk with American friends as well on the matter, the sources 
said. The Chinese leader favored Ohira's stand to promote the environment 
for the unification of North and South Korea. 











After the meeting, a Japanese official acccapanying Ohii.« said that Hua‘'s 
mention of the Korean issue was not so strong in expression as to indicate 
that he is going to take some specific action toward South Korea or the 
United States. However, observers here watched with interest that the 
Chinese premier showed such a positive interest in improving the environ- 
ment for the unification of North aid South Korea. 


Referring to North Korea, Hua said that President Kim Il-song favors an 
independent and peaceful unification of Korea. Hua said China supports 
Kim when he says the unification will take an independent, non-aligned 
policy, the sources said.

Giving his account of the Korean situation following the assassination of 
President Pak Chong-hui Ambassador Sunobe, now here for consultation with 
his home government, said that one way for Japan to support the Korean ef- 
forts is to help rectify the trade imbalance by expanding its import from 
Korea and to further promote cultural exchanz.s between the two countries. 


Seoul's repeated propcsal for unce-.aitional resumption of the South-North 
dialogue remains unchanged even after the sudden death of President Pak, the 
envoy said. 


Stating that South Korea was hoping to open broad contact with the Soviet 
Union and Communist China, Ambassador Sunobe said that Japan should be 
willing to play a role to help South Korea reopen the dialog with North 
Korea and establish trade ties with the two communist giants if asked by 
Seoul to do so. 


As for the opening of the Korea-Japan annual ministerial conference, Sunobe 
said that his goveraument wants to convene it at the earliest possible date. 


But the exact date for the conference is expected to be set after the 
reguiar session of the Japanese Diet next year.

Adriano Mastelloni, secretary of the Italian Association of Democratic jur-

US. imperialists permanently occupy South Korea, give "aid" to this "regime" 
and condition the social life and politics of South Korea. 


Sanchez-Reyes, chairman of the Spanish Committee for Supporting 
Koreas Reunification and director of the Economy College of Madrid, pointed 
out that the establishment of a democracy in South Korea will drive foreign 
troops out of .here and will permit a sincere north-south dialogue for the 
reunification of the only one all Koreans homeland. 


Karen E. Gellen, foreign editor of the U.S. newspaper GUARDIAN and delegate 
of the GUARDIAN committee to support Korean reunification, said: 


After the death of Pak Chong-hui, it is of redoubled urgency that the world- 
wide movement in solidarity with the Korean people increase and broaden its 
activities. And it is the special responsibility of progressive people in 
the U.S. to open a “second fron’™ at home to demand that Washington end sup- 
port to the continuing Seoul dictatorship, withdraw its troops and weapons, 
stop threatening the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea and discontinue 
intervening against the reunification of the Korean peninsula. 


Bubi Ajmm, delegate of the International Association of Democratic Lawyers, 
pointed out that the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea has consistently 











mace all efforts for the reunification, and stressed that the International 
Association of Democratic Lawyers would as ever conduct every activity needed 
on all occasions to let the Korean people live in a reunified, democratic, 
free and independent fatherland. 


Romeo Ferrucci, secreta:7 of the Interc:tional Association of Democratic 
Lawyers, said that even most elementary human rights are violated in South 
Korea, and noted that it is isportant for helping the solution of the Korean 
question to make the UN attitude toward Korea take one more big step forward 
and its special organisations support the struggle for democracy and human 
rights in South Korea. 


Rene Ecuyer, secretary general of the Geneva Committee for Supporting Koreas 
Reunification stressed: It is necessary to explain to the people how unjust 
it is for tens of thousands of U.S. troops to occupy South Korea and how 
just it is to make them return to their home and let the Korean people de- 
cide their future by themselves. 


Merle Ratner, chairman of the Committee in Solidarity with the Korean People 
in New York, said that President Kim Il-song expounded the five-point program 
for reunification which has achieved widespread support throughout Korea and 
the world. He went on: 


In spite of his election campaign “promises” to withdraw U.S. troops in 
Korea, U.S. President Carter has only deepened U.S. intervention in Korea. 
This presents a challenge to the international movement in support of Korean 
reunification. 


At this time, we must undertake to fulfill our responsibility to build a 
strong international movement in solidarity with the Korean peoples struggle. 


Tauno Huotari, lecturer of the historical archives at the University of 
Helsinki, Finland, said that present “regime” of South Korea follows the 
line of its predecessors from the subsequent anti-popular fascist old gov- 
ernment. He stressed: 


The concerted action of wor.d progressive people can help the Korean people 
by contributing to the demand of taking the foreign forces out of Korea and 
giving them a real possibility of deciding their own road. 


The world progressive force should fight for the solution of the problem of 
the Korean peoples right of self-determination.

PURGE OF DRP--A group of junior lawmakers of the Democratic Republican Party 
have demanded that corrupt members be expelled from the majority party. At 
the same time, the 17 lawmakers have vowed that they will lead a cleanup 
drive to wipe out factionalism and to promote party unity. The demand was 
revealed yesterday when lawmakers of one or two terms, most of them in their 
30s, submitted a five-point recommendation to party president Rep Kim Chong- 
pil. They include Reps 0. Yu-pang, Pak Chan-chong, Yu Kyong-hyon, Nam 
Chae-hui and Yi Tae-sop. In the recommendation, they demanded the purge of 
lawmakers who have been involved in corruption and irregularities, and others 
who have amassed wealth by illicit means to cash in on politics. Those who 
have been engaged in immoral activities or become targets of public criti- 
cism should also quit the party, they urged. They declined to call the dis- 
graceful persons by name, but fingered incumbent office holders in the party. 
The junior lawmakers said they deeply regretted that they had been forced to 
sit idle without preventing abnormal political operations, blindly obeying 
party orders. The recommendation further said that they would make efforts 
to create a “cheerful and dignified political climate" by rooting out cor- 
ruption among all officeholders and politicians of both the majority and 
minority parties.

PRISONERS RELEASED-—-Following the government's decision to grant amnesty and 
special parole to prisoners in celebration of the inauguration of the 10th 
president, a total of 1,646 prisoners, including exemplary prisoners and 
prisoners who hud been detained on charges of having violated emergency 
decrees, were rvleased at 1000 hours this morning from 29 detention houses 
and prisons (hroughout the country. Included among those prisoners re- 
leased are 516 prisoners who fall into the category of amnesty and 1,130 








exemplary prisoners, including juvenile prisoners. Those who have been 
released on parole include nine prisoners who were arrested on charges of 
having violated emergency decrees and of committing other crimes. Of the 
prisoners released, 16 were rei:‘ased from the Seoul detention house; 12 from 
the Yongdungpo detention house; 23 from the Songdong detention house; 22 
from Yongdungpo prison; 37 from Pusan prison; 53 from Kwangju prison; 34 
from Taejon prison; and 135 from Anyang prison. The government has given 
favor to these prisoners by granting them amnesty and parole in celebration 
of President Choe Kyu-ha's assumption to office as the 10th president, so 
as to help those exemplary prisoners who appear to have repented deeply to 
return to society and lead their daily life without worry.

SEOUL PAPER COMMENTS ON 1980 ECONOMIC EMPHASIS ON STABILITY

[Text] As far as national economic affairs are concerned, we should admit 
that we are faced with an unprecedented ordeal, much like in the present 
political climate seeking a drastic reform for democratization. 


As in the case of national politics, in which a peaceful turnover of power 
should be institutionalized in the over-harsh South-North confrontation, our 
economic planners are urged to maintain the cardinal policy in the national 


economy designed to maintain stability, among other things. 


From this outlook, it i: considered acceptable for the government to have 
presented its economic policy outline for the forthcoming year with major 
emphasis on stability and employment more than in any other aspects. 


There are other contradictory factors to discourage these two major aspects 
of economic policy sought by the government next year. Yet, it seems to be 
necessary for economic planners to push through strenuously such a basic 
policy as was manifested. 


Deputy Premier-Economic Planning Minister Yi Han-pin has called for local 
business leaders to extend all possible cooperation to the government next 
year as the nation's economic conditions are expected to get worse along with 
the global recession next year. 


Revealing the goverament's economic policy of stability as well as the main- 
tenance of a due enployment level, the architect of national economic policy 
called upon business leaders to deve..op potential for sustained economic 
growth next year. 


Deputy Premier Yi was speaking during a yearend dinner meeting held earlier 
this week in Seoul with economic ministers and business leaders attending. 


His revelation was vi~tually considered the major economic policy line for 
the coming year, drawing our keen attention.

Any excessive investment in industry for domestic consumption and sectors for 
export promotion as well may well be detrimental to the maintenance of stab- 
ility. 


In view of the soaring oil prices in the international market, commodity prices 
will have to be unstable, yet with productioncosts to be maintained at due 
levels so as to keep up international competitive power. 


For this, wages should be kept at a reasonable level, as was stressec in 
the government economic measures for next year. 


In this course, factors contradictory to each other must be flexibly regu- 
lated with stress on strategic sectors with harmony. We consider it not so 
easy as we expect, needless to say. 


Yet, our economic planners should manage their tasks under the given condi- 
tions based on the pronounced basic line for stability in national economy 
as a whole. 


In his policy manifestation, the d»puty premier should have specified con- 
crete measures for export promotica, which bolsters the national economy by 
maintaining a balanced internatioaal payments position. 


We cannot too much stress the fact that economic stability itseif is immed- 
iately connected with the foreign exchange reserve resulting from the posi- 
tive exploitation of international markets for the domestic products. 


Our industrialists are also urged to improve the quality of their products 
to international levels through constant technological exploitation. 


So as to back up this particular aspect, the related economic authorities 
should present a specific picture for the encouragement of our industrial- 
ists. 


Under no circumstances should the economic authorities give the impression 
of a lukewarm attitude toward the national economy at this crucial stage.

[Text} Seoul, 28 Dec (HAPTONG)-—-Deputy Premier Yi Han-pin Thursday said 
the Korean Government will continue to pursue closer economic ties with for- 
eign countries next year in order to back up the outward-looking development 
strategy, which will remain an essential part of the nations development 
policy in the coming decade. 


Addressing the foreign investment community here for the first time since 
his appointment as the top economic policy planner early this month, Yi as- 
sured the foreign investors that basic goverment economic policies would 
remain unchanged despite the political uphes~«l touched off by the assassin- 
ation of Pak Chong~hui last October. 


In order to cope with the anticipated aggravation of the world economic condi- 
tion next year, however, the government intends to continue to pursue the 
stabilization programmes largely characterized by monetary austerity. 


He forecasted the rising world oil prices as well as the a: ticipated slow 
growth of American and Japanese economies would militate against Korea in 
its efforts to boost exports next year. Taking into congideration this 
factor, the goverment has set the export target for the next year at 17 
billion dollars which he said was a reasonable level. 


Disclosing that the projected import scale for *980 is 22 billion dollars, 
Yi assured the foreign in. estors that the govezament has no intention to 
resort to a direct import curb in order to reduce the current account de- 
ficit resulting from the projected gap between exports and imports. 


Yi at the same time hinted at the possibility of Korea opening its capital 
market te foreign investors for the sake of capital liberalization. 


Turning to the domestic economic front, the economic planning minister said 
the government intends to foster light industries, stimulate housing construc- 
tion and expand the mass transit networks in order to generate gerater employ- 
ment opportunities for the rank of the unemployed expected to grow as a result 
of the economic austerity policy.

During the year, wholesale price of imported raw materials grew by 
39.4 percent and those of manufactured goods excluding foodstuffs by 33.1

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said. By major item, timber jumped by 81.1 percent, oil products by 72.6 
percent, coal and electricity by 47.2 percent, and farm and seafoods ad- 
vanced at aij &nnual increase rate of 2.7 percent, the bank disclosed.

ROK EXPORTS TO JAPAN--Seoul, 28 Dec OP-KYODO-—-South Korea is losing an export 
race with Mainland Chisa, Taiwan, Hong Kong and Singapore for the Japanese 
market. A Korea traders association report released Friday showed that 
Korea's 1978 exports to Japan crew 22.6 per cent over the previons year, com- 
pared with a 35.8-per cent rise for Taiwan, 31.2 per cent for Mainland China, 
42.6 per cent. for Hong Kong and 26.4 per cent for Singapore. During the 
first half of this yoar, Korea's exports to Japan increased by 48.2 per cent 
over the same period last year. But the growth rates for the four other Asian 
exporters during the same period were 66.4 per cent for Taiwan, 42.8 per cent 
for Mainland China, 60.8 per cent for Hong Kong and 33.2 per cent for Singa- 
pore. The report attributed such Korea's lagging export growth rate to its 
commodities weakened competitiveness in prices. Korea is losing the export 
race in 82 commodity items, the report added.

ROK EMPLOYMENT--Seoul, 5 Dec, OP-KYODO--The number of workers in South 
Korea has increased at an average annual rate of eight percent over the 
past nine years of rapid economic development. Statistics released 
Wednesday by the Korea Management Association showed that from 1970 

through 1978 male employees increased by an annual average of seven per- 
cent, vs. 9.5 percent for females. The highest growth in employment was 
the 17 percent recorded in 1973, when Korea's Gross National Product 

grew 16.7 percent, and the second highest was 14.5 percent in 1976. The 
construction business recorded the highest average increase rate--11.8 
percent--followed by the manufacturing industry (9.2 percent), the associa- 
tion report said. Female workers in metal machinery manufacturing increased 
6.67 times during the period, reflecting women's fast-growing participation 
in heavy and chemical industries, the report noted.

1979 RICE HARVEST-~Seoul, 12 Dec (HAPTONG)--South Korea's rice harvests 
this year were estimated at 38.6 million sok (about 5.6 million tons), 
according to the agriculture-fishery ministry today. One sok equals 144 
kilograms. It accounted for 92 percent of this year's rice harvest target 
set at 42 million sok, ministry sources said. It also showed a decrease of 
some 1.6 million sok from the 40,258,000 sok actually harvested last year, 
the sources said. The decreased plantation of newly developed rice strains, 
damages caused by typhoons and floods, and damages by blight and harmful 
insects were blamed for the poor crop production, the sources said. The 
sources predicted that there will be no discrepancy in South Korea's rice 
supply-demand situation next year as some 45 million sok of rice including 
38.6 million sok of this year’s rice crops and a carry-over from this year 
will be supplied during the 1980 rice year to meet the domestic demand 
estimated at 39 million sok. By year, meanwhile, South Korea harvested 
30,867,000 sok of rice in 1974; 32,424,000 sok in 1975; 36,215,000 sok 

in 1976; 41,705,000 sok in 1977; 40,258,000 sok in 1978 and 38.6 million 
sok this year, the sources added.

CHANGES IN PARTY, GOVERNMENT LEADERS EXAMINED 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN MONDAI in Japanese No 30, 30 Sep 79 pp 1-13 
{[Article: "The 3lst National Anniversary Events Examined") 


[Text] Recently North Korea observed the 3lst anniversary of the founding of 
the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea. The size of the celebration this 
year was generally smaller than that of last year when the government 
representatives from 80 countries participated. This year's event was no 
longer than the one usually held for domestic events. 


Nevertheless, since c: «s who participated, delivered speeches at the central 
report meeting, congratulatory messages from foreign heads of states and 
others tell us interesting information, we will look into North Korea's 
current trend through these events. 


Changes in Key Party and Government Personnel 


At the central report meeting on 8 September and the celebration party on 
9 September, a total of 29 leaders, including President Kim Il-song were 
present at the events. We will examine any change of leadership from the 
roster of attendants and absentees. 


Eight absentees were: Premier Yi Chong-ok, who was visiting Havana to 
attend a meeting; Vice Premier Ho Tam; Vice Premier Kong Chin-t'ae :sho was 
visiting Libya; Chief Secretary of the Central Peoples Committee Yim Ch'un 
ch'u whose absence was not explained; Kim Yong-nam, a member of the Political 
Committee; Yon Hyong-muk, a member of the Political Committee; Hyon Mu- 
kwang, a candidate member of the Political Committee; and Ch'oe Hyon who was 
reportedly convalescing but is believed to be actually living on a pension. 


Among them, the individuals to be examined are Kim Yong-nam and Yon Hyong- 
muk. Yon failed :o show up at all official functions since the latter part 
of July last year, raising suspicion as to a possible loss of power. 
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As for Kim Yong-nam, he was known as a man usually seen with President Kim 
Il-song when foreign visitors were received. As shown by his position, he 
is responsible for diplomatic matters and is also one of the few men known 
as a thecretician, and therefore, it may not be appropriate to place him in 
the category as those who were mysteriously absent. 


However, his whereabouts has been unknown since 30 July when he was last 
seen receiving Japan Socialist Youth Activist Group representatives. The 
fact that receiving Japanese visitors which is part of his usual function 
has already been taken over by Chong Chun-ki, a candidate member of the 


Political Committee, one may say that he can be a candidate for further 
observation. 


Among the attendants, the must interesting person appears to be Lt Gen 0 
Kuk-yol, a member of the Party Central Committee, who was given the title 
of “Tongji [comrade)" and placed at the relatively high 26th rank. His 
elevation in rank brought into tie center of power a total of six high 
ranking military officers--Gen ® Chin-u, Gen So Ch'ol, Gen 0 Paek~yong, Col 
Gen Chon Mun-sop and Lt Gen Kim Ch’ol-man. This seems to cast ominous signs 
for str mger military voices in the government (Note 1). 


The individuals noteworthy for their activities in the past ir include 
Kim Hwan, a member of the party Political Committee, and Kye Ung-t'ae, vice 
premier and a member of the party Political Committee. 


It was confirmed that Kim Hwan was appointed to the posts of secretary and 
member of the Political Comittee in September of last year, and in August 
he rose sharply in his party ranking that seems to indicate that he had 
joined the Political Committee at that time. 


Since March 1976 when his name became associated with the central leadership 
of the KWP, it has been noted that at the 14th plenum of the 5th Central 
Comm’ tee of the KWP which was held in September of 1977, he was reassigned 
from the position he had been holding as director of the Heavy Industry 
Department to another post. 


The hint of his possible reassignment came when he visited China in July of 
last year as the head of a party friendship delegation. Ji Pangfei, director 
of the Foreign Liaison Department and Chiao Shi, deputy director received 
him as the supportive members of the Chinese Communist party. This may 
indicate that Kim Hwan is currently serving as chief of the party ‘Viaison 
Bureau. 


If we assume the above to be true, there are several indications to sipport the 
fact that Kim Hwan is director of the Liaison Bureau: He contributed to the 
party central organ "Kulloja," 4th edition, entitled "The Human Transformation 
Ideology Clarified by the Great Leader Is a Mighty Iceological and Theoretical 
Weapon for the Development of Communist Peoples;" he visited friendly 
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parties in Western Europe and Africa from May to June prior to his visit to 
China; he delivered a speech on the revolution in South Korea at the 
Pyongyang city meeting celebrating the 10th anniversary of the Revolutionary 
Party for Reunification in August that same year. 


If this is true, his appointment seems to signal the selection of an important 
individual to fill the position previously heid by an ordinary member of the 
Central Committee, which may signify that North Korea's stress on the South 
Korean revolution has increased. 


The same could be said of Vice Premier Kye Ung-t'ae. After turning the long- 
held position of minister of Foreign Trade over to Ch'oe Chong-kun, he 
concentrated on economic planning as an important member of Yi Chong-ok's 
cabinet, and for the first time he was given the opportunity to address the 
celebration party held in the presence of President Kim Il-song. 


It can be said that this is extremely unusual. The examples of the past 
several years show that there is a relationship between the speakers at 
the banquet and those who give reports at the central report meetings. 
They are limited to the powerful members of the party. Although he was 
promoted, the man is ranked no more than 14th (excluding such non-party 
members as Kang Yang-uk and iretiree Choe Hyon), and also to be accorded 
such an honor is almost unthinkable.

Perhaps the absence of Premier Yi Chong-ok and Kye Ung-t'ae as the lst vice 
premier have contributed to his having the honwr. Even as the confidante of 
Yi Chong-ok whose voice is recently gaining weight, the move is still con- 
sidered extraordinary under the dictatorial system of Kim Il-song. 


Another interesting development is that of Kim Chung-nin, member of the 
Political Committee who has gained a secure position. He was silenced by 

the "double punch" of his failure in anti-South activities and of the 
succession issue. Despite the setback, however, he showed signs of revival 
last spring and was rankec 12th in the party hierarchy on the anniversary of 
the founding day that year. Even then, he was shut out of important domestic 
conferences and events, and his public activities were restricted while being 
forced to concentrate on the work relating to the General Association of 
Koreans Residing in Japan. 
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During the celebration this year, he was restored to his previous 9th rank 
indicating that he was secure in his party position contrary to what had 
been widely rumored. The only question is that Kim Chung-nin and Kim Hwan 
sat at higher seats than 0 Paek-yong at the celebration, whereas the seating 
arrangement was reversed at the central report meeting. Be that as it may, 
we tend to place more importance on the celebration party attended by the 
President (Note 2). 


On the other hand, Yang Hyong-sop, a member of the Political Committee, who 
used to be ranked 9th until mid 1977 as secretary in charge of ideology is 
now assigned to a relatively unimportant foreign tour of duty even though he 
was said to have made somewhat of a comeback. He returned from the tour on 
8 September and his arrival was covered only by a two-column report. More- 
over, he was not even invited to the celebration party, indicating a sign of 
decline. 


Another questionable point may be the absence of Kim Chong-il at the cele- 
bration party. Although at one point the speculation involving [President 
Kim's] successor did decrease, recent rumor has it that the framework for 
succession was well under way and there was a great tendency to think that 
the celebration party was going to be the testing ground for what to expect 
next. 


But he was not there; one thing that was noticeable was the rumor of his 
health which was like a strange rumor floating in the mist. For the past 2 
years there has been no reporting of those who disappeared in connection with 
Kim Chong-il--Kim Tong-kyu (member of the Political Committee) and Yi Yong-au 
(member of the Political Committee). The existence of Kim Chong-il is 
shrouded with too many mysteries. Few things present a better example of a 
closed society than this. 


(Note: 1) 0 Kuk-yok, by suddenly turning up at the celebration with his name 
added to the leadership, attracted much attention. His promotion was made 
known on 24 September when President Kim Il-song received a Rwandan military 
delegation. At the time, the Korean Central News Agency reported on the 
25th that he "attended the meeting as Chief of Staff of the Korean People's 
Army." His biography is presented below with comments on his appointment as 
Chief of Staff. 


1. Biography

Reviewing his biography, 0 Kuk-yol appears to have consistently been in the 
leadership of the Air Force, on very intimate terms with former Chief of 
Staff and Minister of People's Armed Forces, O Chin-u and he enjoyed the 
confidence of President Kim Il-song. 


2. Significance of His Appointment to Chief of Staff 


It was an unexpected appointment to outside observers. The reason is that 
with the exception of five powerful figures, including 0 Chin-u, there were 
several who outrank O Kuk-yol in the military, including Deputy Minister of 
People's Armed Forces Lt Gen Paek Hak-nim. The reason for his promotion over 
the heads of these individuals is not clear. The privilege accorded to hia 
as shown in the biography is thought to have contributed to his promotion. 


In the case of O Kuk-yol, his appointment as Chief of Staff signifies not 
only his promotion in party ranking but also in military rank. At the 
celebration party, he was ranked four levels below that of the First Deputy 
Chief of Staff Kim Chol-man. It is inconceivable that the party ranking of 
Chief of Staff would be lower than that of Deputy Chief of Staff, and there- 
fore, his appointment to Chief of Staff has probably elevated him to a higher 
party rank. This means that at the time of celebration, his appointment must 
have taken place in secret. 


His military promotion is also conceivable in like manner. The previous 
examples showed that the post of Chief of Staff corresponds to that of the 
general. Lt Gen Kim Chang-pong was promoted to general upon his appointment 
to Chief of Staff. Such promotion is often true for the post of director of 
the General Political Bureau of the Korean People's Army, which is as impor- 
tant a military position as that of Chief of Staff. Lt Gen Yi Yong mu was 
promoted to colonel general, and Lt Gen So Chol was promoted to general 
respectively upon appointment as the Chief of Staff. Consequently, there is 
a high probability that after the appointment Lt Gen 0 Kuk-yol will be pro- 
moted to colonel general or to general. 


There are many differing views regarding his promotion. According to an 
informed source, the national trend toward replacing the old generation with 

the new generation prevails in the military, ana there is an attempt to separate 
the job of Chief of Staff from that of minister of People's Armed Forces-- 

jobs that both burden the aging Gen O Chin-u, and to fill the military leadership 
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with younger men. Another source claims that the appointment means picking 
a confidante over O Chin-u, and a critic against promoting the Kim Chong-il 
system. Kim Chong-il is interested in modernizing the entire m‘litary 
structure and 0 Kuk-yol being an Air Force man is considered more receptive 
to the idea. 


However, born in 1918 the so-called old man 0 Chin-u is really 61 years of 

age this year, and 0 Kuk-yol is in his mid 50's. Therefore, the age difference 
is not so great. It is difficult to assume that the change was solely aimed 

at injecting new blood into the military. Also, dubbing0Kuk-yol as a con- 
fidante of Kim Chong-il and conversely 0 Chin-u as a critic lacks substantive 
evidence. Nevertheless, the appointment of an Air Force man as chief of 

staff should be carnfully examined.

conference to maintain the successes already achieved by the nonaligned ) 
countries, strengthen unity and solidarity with member nations, assist | 
the struggle of developing nations toward social progress, establish a 
new international economic order, prepare practical measures to strengthen 
cooperation among member nations, etc; praises the movement of nonaligned 
countries as the unique political power and powerful anti-imperialist

25 countries to the present membership of 90 countries today thereby 
evoking the fear and enmity of imperialist countries because of its great 
world-wide political influence; states that the basic mission of the

chuche ideology, containing the guidelines for raising all the members 
of society as independent and creative beings thereby raising the scientific 
ory of education to a new high level; emphasizes that the thesis on 
Socialist education is the guideline for accelerating the three revolutions, 
permeating the whole society with the chuche ideology, endlessly developing

DPRK TO IMPORT 2,000 MILITARY VEHICLES FROM JAPAN BY YEAR END 
Tokyo THE TONG-IL ILBO in Japanese 3 Oct 79 p 1 


[Text] According to the Japanese customs office announcement of 28 [Sep- 

tember 1979], North Korea imported from Japan between January and September, 

1,357 various types of vehicles including military vehicles, signifying a 

vast increase in number from 818 in 1977 and 774 in 1978. In exchange, 
North Korea exported gold and silver to Japan through trading arms of the 

General Associations of Koreans Residing in Japan. 


The breakdown of the imported vehicles shows 460 large trucks of 6 to 8 

ton class and buses, 164 cars and 269 truck chassis. Most of them are 

large size transportation vehicles. The importation of parts instead of : 
complete vehicles is believed to indicate that North Korea is planning on 

building military vehicles. 


North Korea exported in August [1979] to Japan through trading firms cf 
the General Associations of Koreans Residing in Japan 400 million to 500 
million Yen worth of gold and silver in preparation of payment for the im- 
ported vehicles. The Japanese industry sources expect that North Korean 
import of Japanese vehicles will reach 2,000 by the end of December. 


The Japanese military sources explained the possible reasons for North 
Korea increasing imported vehicles, despite the vast foreign debt she has 
accumulated: 1. To prepare for the world table tennis tournament in 
Pyongyang. 2. To compensate the incomplete railway system. 


Noteworthy is the fact that the imported chassis were assembled into mi:i- 
tary vehicles and that the semi-finished products wcre imported, mindful of 
world opinion, instead of the finished products.

{Text} Four months ago, the Lebanese Security Organization discovered the 
threads of the most serious plant aimed at Lebanon since the war. This 
plot involves the exploitation of young Lebanese men and women. 


A Lebanese family notified the General Security Organization that a young 
woman family member and her female companion had disappeared in North 
Korea under mysterious circumstances 8 months before. 





Through investigations, and on the basis of information which reached the 
Security Organization, many important threade were put together which re— 
vealed the reasons behind the disappearance of the two women, the main one 
being the existence of an international ring which seeks to export young 
women from a number of countries to work in a field closely resembling 
espionage. First of all, educated young women are seized under the cloak 
of a visit t> North Korea. After a month's detention which includes 
“clever brainwashing operations," the women sign a contract to work as 
hostesses in first-class hotels in return for a nonreturnable gift of 
$3,000 in cash and a monthly salary of $1,500, as well as guaranteed 
residence and clothing from the hotel. 


The hotels are Japanese, located in Tokyo and Hong Kong. The young women 
work as guides and hostesses for specified politicians or businessmen who 
are guests at the hotels, and obtain secrets and specified information 
from them about their movements, activities and assignments. In some 
cases, one of the women may be ordered to accompany a certain guest to 
another capital. 


The young women working in this field include Lebanese, Dutch, Germans, 
French and Mexicans. 
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One woman working in this field arrived in Beirut last week with a female 
Lebanese companion and provided important information about this inter- 
national network. The two women had escaped with the help of Lebanese 


passports sént to them by a Lebanese embassy in one of the East European 
capitals. — 


The aforementioned young women said that their passports were confiscated 
1 month after they arrived in North Korea. They were then given Korean 
passports atid paid $3,000 apiece, and began working in this operation with 
other companions in the countries mentioned previously.
